Unpax¥a, Ohlo, Sept. 30, =Yesterday morning
our citizens were stertled I_a{l fsharp report fs ol
an explosion of cannon, which appeared to be
right in our midst, ebaking und swaying ths
buildings and breaking the window-glass, [o an
mstant every oue was astir to see, il poasible,
the canse of this tremendous report, They ran
to the railroad yards, supposing it to be an
engine,

Findine nething in the eity, they came to the
couclugion 1t must have been the explosion of
the engine of the Atluntic and Great Western
train, No. 6, which bad only been gone sowme
fitteen minuies, Hundreds took the track, and
went some seven miles east, when tue lawes of
burning csrs met their eyes,

1t was ascertained thut the car next to the
engine had explode | with & territic report, com-
pleicly dewolishing the eoglue and foar cdrs,
solling fire to the traln, und soon cousumed
pesrly the whole of it, Ten cars were barued
o ushes; they were loaded with flour and pork.
The car pext to the enging which exploded was
loaded with pork, and the supposaion 4 that
nitro-elycerine was in some way smuggled into
it, which cauvsed the explosion, and tue serious
iujury of the cueiueer, Harry Whipple.
The report was tremendous: had the whole train
been loaded with powder it could not bave been
2o loud. An iron rail was throwu three hundred,
yurds irom the track, and was bent double by
the force. A bouse o gnarter of & mil2 tiom the
wreck was almost demolishe !, and the vibration
came with such force toat timbers flew In
eyery direction, and tclegruph wires were
thrown down for abont 600 yarde. A gentle-
man from Maryeville gays the shock received
there seemed as though it was wilhiv a le v feey
ol them, It was also heard five miles beyond
Marveville, thiriy miles from the wreck, No
one but the engineer was eoriously hurt., The
firemsn wes shghily hurt, snd was blown over
into a Held.

30.—The following important
pews bas been received from Madrid: —

Jose Concha and Manuel Concha have pro-
nounced for the revolution. The people of
Madrid and the army garrisonlog it have fol
lowed their example,

The statue of the Queen was drageged throuzh
